1922  circular,  there  are  too  many  new  kinds 
introduced  that  produce  only  a few  flowers  late 
in  the  season,  that  ought  to  have  never  been 
introduced.

The  year  1922  was  one  of  the  most  unfavor- 
able years  for  Gladioli  culture  in  Southern  Illinois 
that  I ever  experienced  in  my  52  years  acquain- 
tance with  this  noble,  beautiful  flower.  The 
Summer  was  dry  and  hot,  and  the  Gandavensis 
varieties  suffered  so  much  that  I list  only  the  12 
most  hardy,  that  stood  the  test  of  a dry  season 
the  best. 

My  surprise  was  the  Primulinus  varieties ; 
they  came  out  with  flying  colors,  making  vigor- 
ous growth  in  the  dryest  weather,  keeping  v^g- 
ourous  and  green  up  to  the  frost  in  October.  I 
am  now  convinced  that  this  species  is  the  best 
to  grow  where  dry,  hot  Summers  prevail,  and  in 
the  future  I will  devote  my  time  and  care  to  the 
growing  and”  propagating  of  Primulinus  Hybrids
